Regarding the information for Carrizo: 
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The total AUM's for allotment #00015 in 1996 was 7,882. 

1996 was pre designation so "part of' means an undefined area or portion of the AUM's within the allotment 
would have been within the current monument boundary. 

This allotment does not completely overlap with the national monument (it is not 100% within the monument 
boundary). 

The table entries show the total allotment AUM's and the number of AUM's within the monument vs the total 
AUM's of the allotment. 

In 2008, there were 1,840 AUMs for the acres within the monument, and a total of 7,936 AUMs for the entire 
allotment. 

In 2016, the number of AUM's increased within the monument to 2,039 AUM's, and 8,091 AUMs for the entire 
allotment. 

The increase in AUMs occurred because of land acquisitions that were within the monument.
